The outstanding 
recommendations 
by the Association for Criminal Jus­ 
tice for the reduction of crime are: 
Creation of a bipartisan Board of 
Prison Management. 
Politics 
be 
divorced 
completely 
from the penal institutions. 
Board members be 
removed only 
on established charges. 
All 
appointments and tenures 
be 
baaed solely on efficiency and not po- 
lifccal considerations. 
Releases, even of first 
offenders, 
from the 
Penitentiary 
under 
the 
seventh-twelfths rule, be made condi­ 
tional under jmrole regulations. 
That men who have served 
more 
than one term be required to serve at 
least throe-fourth of their sentence. 
That the Governor cease to com­ 
mute the sentences of long tepm men, 
unless in the interest of justice, 
in 
which event the man 
so released be 
put under parole Conditions. 
That more adequate provisions 
be 
made for the care of prisoners suffer­ 
ing from tuberculosis and for those 
suffering from mental abnormaiikes. 
That educational training be given 
all prisoners wrho have not reached 
the sdxth grade. 
That adequate industrial 
training 
be provided. 
An Intermediate Reformatory for 
first offenders between 18 and 30.

Here are recommendations made 
affecting the management of the Mis­ 
souri Reformatory: 
That releases under 
the

merit system be 
discontinued 
and 
merit points achieved be used only as 
the basis for parole application.

that the community from which the

suitable environment are assured.

Judges be required to submit full in­ 
formation regarding 
each boy’s crim­ 
inal record, his family histo ry , early 
influences and environment,

That probation 
serv ice in connec­ 
tion with the Juvenile and Criminal 
courts be strengthened. 
That commitment of federal pris­ 
oners convioted under the drug act to 
the Reformatory be discontinued. 
That the Reformatory be used only 
for bo y s between 7 and 17 years old 
and that an Intermediate Reforma­ 
to ry Ik* cro ated fo r ages between 1 8 
and 3 0 . 
That a modernly equipped Bureau 
of Identification be established.

DOES ELECTRICITY SPEED 
UP PLANT GROWTH? 


Many experiments conducted dur­ 
ing the past 75 years 
to determine 
the influence of electrical treatm ent 
of the soil or the atmosphere on the 
growth and yield of plant life have 
given rise to various conclusions. In 
England, where the electrical trea t­ 
ment has been applied by charging a 
’network placed high enough above 
the growing crops to permit of culti­ 
vation wnth horsse, increased 
yields 
are reported. 
Similar experimental 
work by the United States 
Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture 
has 
failed to 
produce any well-defined increase 
in 
yield. 
Eight years of 
experimental 
tests by the department 
have 
not 
shown 
any 
positive 
response 
by 
plants to electrical treatm ent of eith­ 
er the soil 
or 
the 
atmosphere 
in 
which the plants were grown. At the 
present time there is still a diversity 
of opinion concerning the influence 
of electricity in plant development.

Bureau, outlined the work of the or­

the 
general interest of the district.

start with the Bureau gave most of 
its time to immigration work, the one 
object being to attract more people to 
this 
district.

achieved, it was shown, but recently

Bureau, outlined the work of the or 
ganiznrtion and said the directors are 
doing all they can to 
promote

general interest of the district. 
To 
start with the Bureau gave most of 
its time to immigration work, the one 
object being to attract more people bo 
this 
district. 
Much 
success

achieved, it was shown, but recently 
the economic and agricultural condi­ 
tions have been ao upset

many worth-while farm ers are chang­ 
ing their locations, and those who are 
being attracted by the gilded opportu­ 
nities of Florida.
